The major projects of Junior Red Cross this year have consisted of filling Christmas 
boxes for ninety local children, sending gifts to Weimar Sanitarium, filling boxes of nuts 
and dried fruits for China, and providing gifts for patients in the Naval Hospital on 
Mare Island.
